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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1972 


Mr .Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Members, 

We  submit  our  1972  report  on  The  Environmental  Circumstances 
for  the  Borough  of  Llandovery* 

Although  in  Llandovery  the  year  has  been  a good  one  from  the 
point  of  viarf  of  the  general  health  and  well  being  of  the  inhabitants, 
there  are  still  aspects  of  environmental  health  work  which  require 
attention. 


During  the  year  it  has  not  been  possible  to  inspect  all  food 
promises  and  shops  regularly  owing  to  the  shortage  of  staff.  Each 
promises  should  be  examined  thoroughly  by  a Public  Health  Inspector 
at  least  once  a month.  The  public  have  a right  to  expect  a high 
standard  in  the  quality  of  food  they  consume  both  in  the  home  and 
in  restaurants.  Also,  there  are  30  offices  registered  in  the  district 
which  should  receive  regular  attention.  It  is  impossible  to  cariy 
out  this  work  unless  there  are  sufficient  qualified  officers  available. 

Noise  is  still  a problem  during  the  Summer  months  due  to 
the  increasing  volume  of  holiday  traffic.  Unwanted  sound  causes 
inefficiency,  irritability  and  lack  of  concentration  resulting  in 
diminished  work  output.  It  is  hoped  that  members  of  the  new  District 
Council  will  continue  to  press  for  a by-pass  for  the  town. 

The  present  system  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  is 
most  unhygienic,  unsightly,  inefficient  and  fraught  with  dangers  to 
the  public. 


The  position  regarding  the  housing  of  elderly  persons  has 
not  improved  during  the  year.  There  is  a great  need  for  an  old  persons 
complex  with  a warden  service.  Many  of  those  on  the  waiting  list  are 
cither  in  houses  too  large  for  their  needs  or  are  living  in  isolated 
places. 


This  Council  is  fully  aware  of  these  problems  and  has 
endeavoured  to  remedy  them  in  the  face  of  difficulties.  Wo  sincerely 
hope  the  new  Council  of  Dinefwr  will  continue  these  efforts  in  respect 
of  Llandovery. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Mayor,  Aldermen 
and  Councillors  for  the  interest  and  support  taken  in  the  work  of  the 
department  and  to  the  Clerk  and  Clerical  Staff  for  tneir  willing  help 
and  support.

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WATER  SUP.FLY 


All  the  town's  water  supply  now  cones  either  from  a borehole  at  Tonn 
Farm  or  from  the  Llondeilo  R.D.C.  Comprehensive  Water  Scheme.  Several  properties 
in  the  Brecon  Road  area  have  now  been  connected  to  the  Llandeilo  R.D.C.  high 
pressure  main. 

At  the  Tonn  borehole  water  is  abstracted  from  the  river  gravels,  treated 
with  chlorine  and  pumped  to  150,000  gallons  storage  reservoirs  adjacent  to 
Llanfair  Church.  The  purity  of  the  water  from  this  bore  is  excellent,  though 
lime  has  to  be  added  to  reduce  plumbosolvency  (i.e.  increase  the  hardness J. 

Water  supplied  in  1972 

Gallons  pumped  from  Tonn  borehole  44,  329,000 

Average  daily  consumption  121,200  gallons  per  day 

The  present  licensed  abstraction  is  154,000  gallons  per  day  from  the 
Tow y gravels.  This  rate  of  abstraction  should  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs 
of  Llandovery  until  the  late  1970’s. 

Wastage  of  water  continued  to  be  a major  problem,  it  is  estimated  that 
approximately  20%  of  all  water  pumped  is  wasted.  Several  large  leaks  have  been 
located  and  this  has  reduced  the  wastage.  A great  deal  of  wastage  is  caused  by- 
people  not  taking  sufficient  frost  precautions  during  the  Winter  months.  Due 
to  the  porous  nature  of  the  ground  on  which  most  of  Llandovery  is  built  it  is 
extremely  difficult  to  trace  minor  leaks.

S&flERAGE  & SEWAGE  DjapnfiA^ 

The  existing  system  was  constructed  between  1954  and  1958  to  serve 
approximately  97%  of  the  population.  One  low  lying  area  to  the  south  west  cannot 
drain  by  gravity  into  the  system,  and  there  are  also  a number  of  small  isolated 
dwellings  and  farmhouses  served  by  individual  septic  tanks. 

A partially  separate  system  is  operated,  as  sewage  has  to  be  pumped 
from  a main  station  to  the  treatment  works,  a distance  of  approximately  1,250 
yards.  No  new  developments  are  permitted  to  discharge  surface  water  into  the 
foul  sewers. 

The  disposal  works,  designed  for  a maximum  population  of  2,750,  are 
theoretically  operating  at  75%  capacity.  Infiltration  problems  have  caused 
severe  overloading  and  this  has  resulted  in  several  unsatisfactoiy  results  being 
obtained  from  samples  taken  by  the  South  West  Wales  River  Authority.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  the  Council  had  asked  their  Consultants  to  carry  out  a survey  of  the 
sewerage  works  and  to  report  on  infiltration  problems. 

Of  four  samples  taken  by  the  South  West  Wales  River  Authority,  two 
proved  satisfactory  and  two  unsatisfactoiy. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  River  Towy,  with  its  tributaries  Bran  and  Gwydderig,  form  the  main 
river  pattern  of  Llandovery  and  district.  Due  to  improvement  works  preui  ously 
carried  out  by  the  South  West  Wales  River  Authority,  there  was  no  serious 
flooding  in  the  town  during  1972. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  LID  DISPOSAL 

A kerbside  collection  system  is  in  operation  in  the  borough,  all 
premises  receiving  at  least  one  collection  per  week. 
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All  refuse  is  tipped  at  a site  in  the  rural  district  approximately  two 
miles  from  the  town  centre.  Controlled  tipping  is  impossible  due  to  lack  of 
suitable  mechanical  plant,  though  as  the  tip  is  some  distance  from  the  nearest 
dwelling,  refuse  is  burnt  each  day  to  minimise  any  possible  nuisance  from  rats, 
flies  and  windblown  paper,  IJo  complaints  regarding  the  tip  were  received  during 
1972. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

Rodent  control  is  carried  out  by  the  Borough  Council  free  of  charge  to 
domestic  premises  and  either  free  of  charge  or  at  a nominal  cost  for  commercial 
premises. 


Warfarin  bait  is  used  exclusively  for  all  control  work,  and  continues 
to  be  most  effective.  There  were  only  minor  infestations  in  each  instance, 
treatment  of  which  presented  no  unusual  problems.

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  new  public  conveniences  constructed  in  1963  at  the  Mart  entrance, 
which  is  near  to  both  town  centre  and  car  park,  were  extensively  used  during  the 
summer  vacation  period.  Hot  water  and  hand  towels  are  available,  the  service 
being  free  of  charge. 


Little  damage  was  caused  by  vandalism  during  the  whole  of  the  year. 

This  may  be  attributable  to  the  fact  that  these  toilets  are  locked  each  day  at 
dusk  and  not  opened  until  7,30  in  the  morning. 

The  old  public  conveniences  are  left  open  24  hours  a day, 

PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION  ACT  1928 

Ten  promises  were  licensed  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit,  five  of 
those  premises  being  garages  retailing  petrol.  All  premises  were  inspected  by 
both  the  Fire  Officer  and  myself  during  the  year. 

Several  premises  were  informed  that  their  installation  did  not  comply 
with  the  Model  Code  of  Principles  of  Construction.
